SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine is classified as objectionable except if the availability of the publication 
is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years. The focus of the 
magazine is explicit depictions and descriptions of penile penetration of women's 
vaginas and women's anuses. The magazine contains close-up depictions of splayed 
labia and penile penetration which dehumanise the men and women presented. The 
close-up depictions are balanced by full body depictions of the participants. 
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The dehumanising content of the magazine and its sexually explicit nature were 
reasons for restricting its availability 
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
